In faet, the present 
situation is the result ef shortsighted attempts in 
tue past to restriet the price of paper, which has 
kept capital out of manufacture, so that the indus- 
try mow is not able to meet the publishers’ needs.

FOR THE LEAGUE—WITH 


RESERVATIONS. 

The issue In the senate involving the covenant 
of the league of nations is virtually down to its 
fundamentals. We could understand the position 
of senators who did not want to make textual 
amendments which would require resubmission 
to the peace conference. The need for the world 
stability which only the final declaration of peace 
can bring is great. Senators may not have 
‘wanted to delay that if the United States could 
be pretected otherwise. 

We thought some of the amendments were val- 
uable. We believed that the voting strength in 
the assembly ought to have been equalized and 
now believe that it ought to be. We also know 
that if the disparity of voting power proves hurtful 
to the United States the United States will get out 
of the league. That will be hurtful, but the blame 


win be upon the stubborn advocates of a compact 


which was hurtful. 

Now the senate has merely reservations to con- 
sider. These reservations are offered as the con- 
}ditions upon which the United States will enter 
They are reservations which protect 
interests of the United States without destroying 
or impairing the interests of other nations. They 
will protect the league as much as the United 
States. | 

A world arrangement which is found to run 
opposite to the needs and aspirations of the 
United States will be broken by the United States. 
The breaking of it may mean trouble for us and 
trouble for the rest of the world, but the United 
States will not submit to continued impositions 
put upon it. 

The stubborn advocates of the covenant as it 
stands may accept that prospect as certain. If 
the people of the United States are, ten, twenty, 
or thirty years from now, opposed to the object of 
a military enterprise into which their representa- 
tive in the council has voted them, the congress 
of the United States will take charge and the 
league may go hang. 

The reservations propose to stipulate that the 
United States enters the league subject te the proc- 
esses of its own constitution and subject to the 
manifest requirements of its situation. . 

Every other nation gains something by entering 
the league. The United Sates alone is asked to 
give something away. Americanism, asking noth- 
ing from other nations, will not long tolerate a 
surrender of its own vital principles and its own 
essential requirements. 

The United States senate may make the league 
a solid body now or it may make a way for the 
certain withdrawal of the United States. It will 
be a flimsy structure which does not shelter the 
real and just requirements of its wealthiest and 
ene of its most powerful members. 


SETTLE THE COAL STRIKE. 


The question of the legality of the coal strike or 


ot the propriety of the in junction should not be 


permitted to block a settlement upon the issues 
between the operators and miners. The courts 
might declare the strike lawful or the injunction 
appropriate. They might find to the contrary. 
Neither decision would provide us an ounce of coal. 

Will all parties concerned, not omitting the gov- 
ernment, kindly keep this in mind? 
| We belleve the government can accomplish 
more by bringing the miners’ leaders and operators 
together again than by pressing legal measures. 
At any rate, if this failed there would be a show- 
down and the public would know which side was 
willing to consider the public interest and which 
was for rule or ruin. 

If we are to suffer a coal famine, let us have it 
on that basis and not on issues raised extraneously 
19 the original controversy. 


SHALL WE LIVE TO SEE IT? 

Well, well! So. the request for a permit to go 
forward with the south shore plan is really on 
the way to Washington? Perhaps when it arrives 
it will be given consideration within a reasonable 
time and granted so that our hopes so long deferred 
will finally reach port. 

Half a decade has gone by since this great pub- 
lic improvement was first formulated, and in those 
years we have wrangled and talked, proposed and 
objected, forgot and remembered, passed the buck, 
agreed and disagreed. If we could have spent all 
that time and energy on the work itself it would 
be half done or nearly. It was estimated the new 
strip could be filled in from river dredging in ten 
years, and half that time is gone without a foot 
made. 

If a group of private corporations bent on econ- 
omies or profits had been concerned instead of 
public bodies, they long ago would have compreo- 
mised and put the work through. But we must 
bé resigned to enormous waste in all public mat- 
ders. and delay on the south shore settlement rep- 
resents enormous waste, waste in health and hu- 
man happiness, waste for the hundreds of thou- 
sands who might have had the benefits of the new 
water front park, our children, our tired men and 
women from offices and shops, the sightseers we 
would attract to the city with resources of relaxa- 
tion and amusement. 

If we can put the plan through from this point, 
perhaps some of us now living will survive to see 
the fruition of our dream. It would be pleasant. 
It would be just. We Americans pride ourselves 
on our hustle. Chicagoans, we believe, have been 
known to mention it. Why not then show a little 
speed so that the generation that conceives a great 
accomplishment shall be able to enjoy it before 
they pass out? et 

The great constructive projects of which the city 
will be proud through the generations are born of 
the brains of a few men and kept alive by a few 
only. We believe the city plan would have been 
long on the shelf had it not been for the unflag- 
ging, unsleeping zeal and watchfulness of Mr. 
Wacker. This is a reproach to us all. The com- 
munity ought to develop a keener sense of its 
own welfare. Then it would not permit a few 
devoted citizens to fight alone for years, nor would 
it allow any great public work like the south shore 
park to drift in the doldrums for half a generation 
or more.

N 1909 there was a severe epidemic of 
typhoid fever among the studénts of 
the University of Wisconsin.

Bach student gets a physical examina- 


tion yearly and as much ordinary med- 


loal attention as he needs, 
Cases needing major surgical opera 
tions are generally referred to the fami- 
ly physiclan for counsel and reference 
to operators. Some are cared for in the 
hospital. 
When the student matriculates he is 
referred to the clinic for a physical ex- 
amination. The physicals” are com- 
pleted within ten days after the opening 
of school. The student body on the basis 
of this physical examination are divided 
into classes A, B, C, and D, from the 
standpoint of scholastic work, and a, b, 
e, and d from tht standpoint of physical 
activity. Those in classes C and D. re- 
‘quire special medical supervision in the 


study hours. Those in c and d are spe- 
cially-supervised in their gymnasium and 


exercises.

Students with forms of contagion are 
cared for in the student infirmary.

personal hygiene ordinarily given will 
not manufacture a neurasthenic out of 
normal material.

cure for ills due to little knowledge.

ANSWERING DR. LTDS TOR. 

Chicago, Nov. 4.—- [Editor of The Tribe 
une. The Chicago ordinance for the con- 
trol of venereal disease is a good ordi- 
nance—one of the best in the country. 
The regulations of the state board of 
health of Illinois for the control of the 
social evil are fine. Dr. Lydston attacked 
the ordinance on the ground that black- 
mail could be practiced under its cover. 
Granted ; but just because some dishonest 
person can take advantage of a law is 
not a logical reason that the law should 
be repealed, or that it is consequently a 
bad law. 

The control of commercialized prosti- 
tution is a vital national problem that 
must be solved. Society must learn what 
kind of a person the prostitute is before 
Intelligent action can be taken, If one 
wishes to have his eyes opened as to 
what kind of woman the prostitute is, let 
him go into the Chicago Morals court, 
with its great psychopathic clinic, and 
study these women as they appear there 
daily. Of the entire number of these 
women examined in this clinic, over 30 
per cent of them were morona, feeble- 
minded, with a mentality under 14 years, 
and every one, without exception, a drug 
or alcoholic habitué. This same court 
had 639 prostitutes in one Series care- 
fully examined, with a finding of 62 per 
cent of feeble-minded. Of 104 sexyally 
immoral girls examined in the Illinois 
Training School for Girls, 97 per cent re- 
amed as feeble-minded. In a study of 
647 prostitutes made at the Bedford State 
reformatory by Katherine B. Davis 29.8 
per cent were feeble-minded of the pro- 
nounced type and twenty others of this 
group were insane. Basing her opinion 
on eighteen years’ study of prostitutes, 
Dr. Davis says that Fully one-third 
were so mentally defective as to be in 
need of permanent custodial care.” In a 
group of 500 delinquent girls studied by 
the New York Probation and Protective 
association 37 per cent were mentally de- 
fective, Mental statisties for the first 900 
persons examined by the social service 
department of the venereal disease divi- 
sion of the Michigan ‘department of 
health, just published, illustrate that a 
large percentage of sex offenders are 
subnormal mentally, Of the whole num- 
ber, 214 were feeble-minded and needed 
institutional care, 538 were feeble-minded 
but needed only supervision, 27 were 
either insane or epileptic, 94 were nor- 
mal, 2 were superior adults, and in 25 
eases the diagnosis was not completed.

their crop and feeding their hogs. They 
have found that, in addition to the fact 


that labor has been saved in harvest- 


ing the corn and cheap gains have 
been put on their hogs, the fields are 
left in good condition for the next 


.| crop. One farmer remarked that he 


had hog@ed down about fifteen or twen- 
ty acres this fall and his field was as 
clean as if he had moved and raked 
it. He turned his hogs into the field 
rather early while the corn was still 
green, and they ate all of the stalks as 
well as the ears. 


Their only possible . to this 


method is the problem after the hogs 
arg taken out of the field. me 
feeders think that the gains are ller 
and less economical after the hogs aré 


erred to dry lots and finished 


than when they are fed in dry lots 
from the beginning. Experts who 
have tested this, however, are con- 
vinced that this belief is without foun- 
dation. The trouble 18 that the ra- 
tion is cut down. 

Trials at the University of Missouri 
showed that when hogs are given a 
full feed of corn with proper supple- 
ments in the dry lot they made just 
as large and profitable gains as they 
had previously been making in the 
corn field. 

The explanation for the apparent 
difference in the test at the univer- 
sity and the observations on the farm 
lies in the fact that the feeder cuts 
down on the ration when the hogs are 


placed in the dry lot and the gains 
necessarily fall off. .
